who have advocated the eugenistic 
meaanre termed aterUlMtloa by the 
operation of Taaeetomy, to be ap- 
plied to erlmlnsla and deteetlves 
nho are irardi ot the State. 
Hitherto the parpoae panned by the 
prophets of sterlllcatlon was nom- 
inally the preventiqa of procreation 
by criminals and Interned de- 
fectives. Now conies Dr. Marie 
Slopes, who advorale.s "the steriliza- 
tion of all potential parents who 
arp bodily or morally hopelessly and 
Irremedialilv- di.oeased and unfit." 
This re(|uest represents an extension 
ot the demands of eugenista, reach- 
ing out beyond the bounds ot their 
earlier programme, but In addition 
to this extension Dr. Stopes submltt 
Che etartMng frank arowal that her 
ultimate dedgn la not to Wseflt the 
race, but to faelUtate deliberately 
childless marriages. "Every adult," 
writes Dr. Stopes, "has a rlRlit to 
marriage; no Individual has the 
right, to tax the community with 
diseased children." Once this prin- 
ciple Is admitted in the sen.w in 
which it is advocated by Dr. Stopes 
the validity of her plan of steriliza- 
tion would have to be recognized, 

Sid the barrier standing between 
e individual and the attainment of 
his Improper desires would be 
broken down. 

The ethical perversity of such a 
position is apparent to all readers 
of a Catholic journal. It Is inter- 
esting to note, however, that even 
the legal status of steriUaatlon is 
tar from being firmly established, 
that its position Is highly question- 
able, and that in spite of the fact 
that the law tia.s had to deal with 
this problem only in one of It.s 
phases, the application to criminals 
and interned lunatics. An excellent 
treatise on the subject of "Sterili- 
sation of Criminals" was con-t 
tribdted by W. A. S. to Law Notes 
some months ago and printed in the 
July issue «f that Journal. The 
author, who rlghtljr malntaluB that 
the theory of heredity, upon which 
the application of sterilization Is 
bailed, IS but a theory, and that one 
barren of satisfactory proof, states 
that the legal standing of the mat- 
ter is less doubtful and shaky^ than 
the theory. By way of Information 
he lolls us that "laws authorizin;,' 
tli'> .sterilization of lunaticB or 
criminals, or both, have been 
passed in some twohe or more 
States. In California, in 1916, 635 
operations had actually been per- 
formed under the law — all but one 
on inmates of State instltntleas for 
the insane. The subjects for treat- 
ment being selected from among the 
helpless, there have been but four 
cases reported dealing with the 
validity of such a law, and In three 
of them the law was declared to be 
Invalid." 

Thus even the legal status of the 
measure advocated so ardenly by 
the Eugensts is, to put it mildly, 
highly QuestlonabU". Besides W. A. 
S. quotes extensively from reports 
of investigations into ^his matter 
conducted under the auspices of the 
American Inatltnte of Criminal 
Law and Criminology, which in 
1913 appointed a committee of well 
known lawyers and alienists, known 
as "Committee F." The committee 
reported in 1914, I'JlS, 1916 and 
1917, the sum total of their find- 
ings being that "the doctors stick 
llrmly to their a priori theories 
while the lawyer.s investigate the 
evidence, find it wanting and de- 
mand furtlier evidence before they 
will pronounce a judgment." The 
outcome of the investigation is a 
defeat for the advocates ot steriliza- 
' tion, who could not prove their 
case. One member ot the commit- 
tee "says that he has no faith in 
sterilisation as a remedy in dealing 
with the problem ot the criminal." 
Another member, going back to 
flrat principles, declares that it is 
flnrt aeoessary to discover "whether 
criminal tendencies are Inherited 
" directly or not." Still another 
frankly states: "The more I find 
out about it the stronger my feel- 
ings become against the sterliization 
of criminals as such." Ami tlir 
consensus of the committee was that 
it could not formulate a satisfactory 
report until "a sufficient basis ot 
facta" had been established "upon 
which eome definite action may be 
erected." With this conclusion the 
committee asked to be discharged. 

So flimsy and hypothetical is the 
basis on which eugenista strive to 
rest their immoral demands. The 
writer from who.sp article we have 
quoted advances a number of (act? 
and casts interesting side-llghls on 
the legal phase of the measure. He 
calls attention to the sacramental 
' character ot marriage, ami In an- 
other paragraph to ihi- ni.ition of 
environment to crimluulity — that 
momentous factor which the advo- 
cates of steriHsaUon think eo little 
of in practice. On the whole he 
quite prtverly charaeteriaaa the 
eomlag ot this dangerous "Cad"

Chaplain Francis P. Duffy, of thj 
ie.5th Infantry, the former famous 
Si.xty-nintli of New York, marching 
with the Rainbow Division through 
Germany, writes a letter lo Rev. 
Jo.seph A. Donahue, New Vorli ('ity, 
that teems with interest an<l good 
humor. Father Duffy is one of the 
great Individual heroes of the war, 
and tells only what he saw. Here 
are eome extract* from his letter: 

My Dear Joe: This is our fifth 
day in Oermany, and thus far It 
has been an unexpectedly agreeable 
experience. We did not kaow ex- 
aoUy what to expect. In Luxem- 
bourg a priest asked me If our men 
were not afraid to go Into Germany. 
"Afraid of what?" I asked. "They 
have met Germans before, and I 
never noticed that they jvere par- 
ticularly scared." B,ut in spite of 
my bit of rampant Americanism I 
got his meaning. We might be in 
for a mean sort of experience. But 
It has been so far altogether pleas- 
ant. This morning we crosesd the 
Saar river. I had occasion to go 
over the bridge ahead of the troops 
with Capt. Mangan and my old 
friend George Boothby, of New 
York. I tried out my school Ger- 
man on a number of the inhabitants 
and found that they were rather 
glad to see us. Better us than the 
French, far better than the Eng- 
lish. 

The attitude of tlie common peo- 
ple toward our troop.i, he writes, is 
surprising, and resentment is never 
shown by the large number of eol- 
diers back home. 

You dviUaaa may bold grudges, 
but we goldiei* dcm't. In the first 
place, you have been fed up on a 
lot ot stuff which our fellows call 
"bttll." We have fought the Ger- 
mans two long tricks in the 
trenches and In five pitched battles, 
and they never did anything to us 
that we didn't try to do to them. 
And we plaj-ed the rotten game of 
war as fairly as it can be played. 
We followed their retreat through 
three sectors, in two of which they 
had been tor yearn, and we never 
witnessed any of the "atrocities" 
we read about. A church burned 
at St. Benoit without any good mili- 
tary reason that I could eee; a 
building used as a faoapitid gbelled 
with loss of life (the beggars nearly 
got me there), but there was no 
way tor them to know it was a 
hospital; works of art piled up for 
looting from Chateau-Thierry. That 
is the whole indictment. But no 
crucified soldiers, no babies with 
their hands cut off, no girls out- 
raged in trenches to provoke our 
soldiers to rush on to death to 
rescue them, no polaraed food or 
wells, no wooiea e halae d to ma- 
china guna and so priaonen playtng 
treachery. 

I know that sometimes some of 
our own soldiers wrote such things 
home, only to be in for a guying 
when eome trustful relative gave it 
to the press, but nobody I feel sure 
in the Forty-second Division. In 
the Invaded territory of France we 
found plenty of evidence of harsh 
niilitary occupation. It was bad at 
its best, and some local oommaoders 
made it more intolerable. The peo- 
ple were taxed without much to 
alioar lor their money, forced to 
work for little or ao pay, rationed 
rather aleaderiy, thou^ with 
enough to tuataln streiMfth, had to 
put «p with reaniatttoiM of aalmaU, 



houses and sonm minor property, 
such as linen and i opper down tn 
the brass knobs off the sto\ es. Thev 
were also dragooned about to vari- 
ous places to do work for Germany. 
It all makes an Amerieaa'a blood 
boU. 

Oa the credit of the Oerman ac- 
count I ahall eay that after the 
first onslaught ot wanton killing I 
heard ot no case ot assault upon 
women or of mutilation. On th'^ 
very .eastern border of France, how- 
ever, and In South Belgium, through 
which we cro.ssed, I heard plenty of 
such strong and, I fully bellev", 
often unwarranted measures. It 
must have been hell in Belgian 
towns the first week or two th.? 
Germans were there. Then thee 
came a sinldi'ti change, and Belgium 
has had vastly better treatment 
than the French. The townspeople 
suffered, bat the farmers all got 
rich on the prices the Germans 
paid; rich that ie in money, though 
with no fat living while the war 
was on, and with only German 
marks In the old woolen etoclcin;; 
now that it is over. I can't much 
sympathize with tliein. They are a 
rapnnioss lot. Tlie Fn-iich and 
Belgians tell me -tliough some 
other suspicions to >he contrary - 
tlint the Germans Were strict about 
se^Mng that nobody took the relief 
stuff from America. 

When you get this it will be 
Christmas or after. I wish I were 
liome for It. I certainly am pastor 
of an Itinerant pariah. In 1916 we 

I had our midnight mass under the 

'open sky along the Ilio Grande; in 
1917 in our Gallo-Ronian town In a 
church that was commenced 1609 
years ago; In 1918 in .some old 
German cliiircli on the Moselle or 
the Hhine. High time I kept tlie 
old feast Willi mine own peopli- ,u 

jhonie. I envy you and Father P. 
at the church door with all the 

{lights blazing out into the frosty 
night saying "MMTy Christm^, 

'John," "Merry Christmas, Katie," 
as the peopliB flood to midnight 
maas. It's there with them I ought 
to be, I sometimes say, but I know 
they won't hold it against me if I 
sa.y that ao long as two of the oil 
regiment are left together I 
wouldn't go back home even for 
Christmas — not even If I were 
twins. Yours as always.

The Mansion House la Dublin 
was overtaxed when the first session 

of the Irish Parliament was opened 
Tuesday afternoon, at least 3,000 
persons betasg crowded into the 
meeting room. The first business 
was the election of a Chairman, the 
honor going to Charles Burgess, 
after which prayers were offered by 
Rev. FaMier O'f^anagan, ot Ros^ 
common. 

The declaration of independence, 
read to lln' :! s eniMage amid thun- 
derous I • i:i -t .ni t cheering, as- 
serts that "ilic liisli people alone 
have the power to make laws bind- 
ing on the Irish people." It de- 
mands tlie evacuation of Ireland by 
the "foreign" garrison. 

All members ot the Parliament 
solemnly rose after the document 
had been read and pledged them- 
selves to use every effort to give 
effect to the declaration. Mention 
of the name ot Count Joseph 
Piunkett was cheered to the echo.

Briefly 
the situation is that the Sinn Fein 
have resolved not to ptovoke vio- 
lence of any sort, to maintain a

volts by sheer violence, Jp de- 
termined on the other hand to ap- 
ply lessons of former experiences 
to the present situation. He refuses

In the .Mansion House, at the'ttij*-- 
of which lloats the republican ban- 
ner, sits the Irish 1 'a rliaiiient . Th.* 
galleries are crow<ied and an army 
ot ooneapondents Is present. Not 
far away, «t Dublin Castle, sits 
Field Aiarshal French, grimbr silent, 
watchfully waiting. His whole at- 
titude appears to be to the effect 
"Now that yon have it, what ar} 
you going to do with it?" 

There lies the crux. If things 
continue as serenely as they have 
been going up to this cabling, then 
the acid test will not come until 
tlie Irisli Parliament attempts to 
act upon some of the measures 
wliicri it IS outlining in eloquent If 
somewhat antiquated language. 

The Sinn Fein Parliament held 
only a brief meeting at the Man- 
sion House Wednesday afternoon, 
but behind closed doora. After- 
ward Count Piunkett told reporters 
that a statement ot the business 
transacted would be furnished to 
the press later, thus following the 
precedent of the Paris conference. 
A group of a hundred young men 
gathered outside during the secret 
session, but no egoitement of any 
kind was shown. 

The li-isli censorship prevented 
the appearance of the Sinn Fein's 
declaration ot Indejiendeace la the 
Dublin newspapers. 

Without interference the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, Laurence O'Neil, 
iMving obtained passports from the 
Government, will proceed to Paris "f- 
to tender to President Wilson the 
freedom of the city ot Dublin, re- 
cently voted by the Corporation. 

Two policemen were kilh-d in 
Tipperary on Tuesday and imme- 
diately a proclamation was issued 
placing that county under the 
crimes act, which means a regime 
much like the occupied German 
cities are undergoing. The Ctera 
district has also been proclaimed.

MBXIOAN RAVAGES. 



Representative Stephen (). Porter, 
ot Pennsylvania, has begun a atudy 
of conditions in Mexico, the <x>n- 
tinued ravages against American 
citizens and tlie move on the part 
of the CiU-ranza Government to con- 
fiscate American oil properties there 
through an amendment to the con- 
stitution, nationalizing oil boldings. 
He has prepared a restflatlon call- 
ing for an InTeatigatlon ot the op- 
erations of the Oarranaa Govem- 
mani in this direotton. Aeeordlng 
to Congreesman Porter there hare 
been a half-dosen or more Ameri- 
cans killed in Mexico in the last 
year.

These he Is 
now investigating through the State 
Department. And this tnyestlgratlon 
mlflht also inolnde the ruthless per- 
seontlon ot ohnroh and clergy aider 
the Oarraasa regime.

Editor Eveninn F'ost : In your 
Issue of ycstfMday you I'urnisli your 
reader.'" with an editorial ontltli'il 
"In Ireland," and fjivf it as your 
opinion that it will \if wfll fm- 
President Wilson and the I'car' 
Coiuinissioner.s to keep handB off jl 
Ireland cuid its present movement 
for some i-eooiinition by England of 
it.« right to self-determination. With 
this you go on to tell us why the 
Tory, Oen. French, is not acceptable 
to tiie Irlah people as Lord Uenten- 
ant, giving no semblance of reaaonst 
why you hold the above opinion. 

Now since the most of your read- 
ers know little or nothing about 
Irish affairs, not trout>liii^: iliein- 
selves to study the situation, are o' 
course proud to accept your state- 
ment without quesllon, it occurs lO 
ine that in all fairness you shouli 
for their right Kuidanc*- Kivi> 
reasons why you arrive at such a 
conclusion. I myself am puzzled at 
it, and can't see why if President 
Wilson, pressing home this one of 
Ms fourteen points — "that small na- 
tions should have the right ot aelf- 
detmrmlnatlon as to their form of 
government"-- should Include Ire- 
land, any consequences hurtful to 
Ireland or the United .Slates or any 
otlK>r nation could occur. 

\\']\\ is it that there is a readi- 
nes.'i 1)11 till' part ol all to see to it 
t.haf I'oland. C/.echo-Slovia. Jugo- 
.Slo\ia. etc., shall have the right of 
self-determination, shall be organ- 
ized into separate nations, hut at 
the mention of Ireland their hands 
go up and solemn warnings arc 
given, touch it notT And yet Ire- 
land is a more homogeneous nation 
than any one of the above men- 
tioned, and has not ceased for time 
out of mind to strive for manage- 
ment of her own national affairs, 
that her people shall determine 
their own self-government. Indeed 
how can President Wilson, il tie hi 
ronlsstent with the principle h>: has 
enunciated, omit Ireland from con- 
sideration? He mu»t include Ire- 
land or abandon tfiis voipt alto- 
gether. 

If as yon say that the Irish ques- 
tion be setiSed by England and 
Scotland, thm with equal force and 
aptness may It be said that the 
Pollt^ question b« settled by Russia 
and Germany, the Czecho-Slovak by 
Austria, the Jugo-Slovak by Italy 
and Greece. Would such settlement 
be deemed just? Of course not. It 
could not be entertained for a mo- 
ment, and yet the pa.st proves that 
you can look for justice In Ireland's 
case in a settlement by England Just 
as much as could be loolrad for in 
the Instances mentioned. 

Can this be denied ? Baa Bhis- 
land ever shown any stnoere nnr- 
pose of granting home rule to*thc 
Irlah and of brtaging about a satis- 
factory settlement of the Irish 
question, though nothing more has 
been demanded than the Prsaident 
now says the new smw nations of 
Europe shall have. 

We need to look no farther back 
than England's recent dealings with 
Ireland. Twice within the last five 
years has a home rule bill been 
passed by the British Parliament 
and signed by the King and yet 
home rule is now tsnther off than 
ever. What stands in the irayf The 
ovposltlen of a faction In only six 
eowtles ot Ireland, and this com- 
posed not ot Irishmen, but ttraoe ot 
EngUdi and Scotch descent or 
birth. In the face of the opposi- 
tlon to home rule of this small but 
powerful minority, England appears 
impotemt to establish and enforce 
her aots ot Parliament In Ireland, 
b«t can MndUy Mt Im uotioa 



of coercion for the vastly major 
part of the country when any disaf- 
fection on the part of tiie people 
manifests itself with laws that are 
not to their liking. And this can 
be whether during peace or war, as 
for Instance in 1914 England was 
unwilling to enforce the home rule 
bill in the face of Orange opposi- 
tion several months liefore the war 
began, must have it suspended be- 
cause of the war, hut insfcantly 
ready in 1 0 H! with machine gun. 
rifle and the gallows to suppress 
llie I'earse rebellion in Dublin. 
Coercion must not be. employed to 
suppress rebeiUon among the Eng- 
lish and Scotch in Belfast and *ad- 
Jacent places, but meted out un- 
hesitatingly and unscmptflously to 
the Irish at the slightest sign of 
disturbance. Now why this course 
of procedure? And you know I ant 
not. overdrawing the picture. It 
liows to any fair, unprejudiced 
mind England's bad faith in the 
whole matter; fliat there Is no sin- 
cere desire to do justice to Ireland. 
This is further shown now by the 
whole matter being tossed aside 
with contemptible sophistry by 
Prime Minister Lloyd George, say- 
ing, "The Irish question will be 
settled when the Irish agree." 

Never has any nation of people 
so completely agreed as do the Irish 
people as to self'govemiset, but for 
the- first time in all hiatt^ it must 
be an absolute' egreemettt en their 
part to please England, not tho 
agreement of nine-tenths of the 
people. This whole double -Hleal in .r 
course of England toward Irelainl 
shows the matter will never be sel- 
llri II left to England. There will 
ilways be the humble subserviency 
to a handful of Orangemen in th" 
.North and brutal C0M«tbn for the 
Irish nation, brutal, irritating In- ' 
suits like tite appointment of the 
unspeakable Frencfli as Lnrd Lieu- 
tenant, which you disapprove of, 
but mildly dismiss as a mistak» 
on thejj part of England. If the 
Iri.sh question is not considered in 
this pence convention, llien the 
President's points are but cant and 
hypocrisy, and will, nioi~e than the 
future of any other one, cause him 
to return home a thoroughly dis- 
rediteit man in the minds of all 
fair-minded men at Vty rate, in 
eyes of all persons wl|0 have a drop 
f Irish bkwd in th^ Teins. 
President Wilson, -for liis -course 
so far, deserves the higltiest ad- 
miration of an for fearless courage 
and sfiict Justice, and I can't be- 
lieve for a moment that he will 
follow the course in this matter 
that you advocate. The one as- 
tnundinir featuie that pre.sents Itself 
ill 111): (1,1 !'. |i ipers of today is the 
wa\e (i! ,inf;loiiiani<i that appears t.) 
tiave overwhelmed them. They all 
seem to wear the Northdiffe collar 
and are more intent on furthering 
English than American Interests. 

The much-talked-of German prop- 
aganda of the past pales into 1n- 
signlfioanee by the side of the John 
Bull pmpaganda ot the present.

Chaplain John M. Williams, of 
the 167th Inrantr>-, a Methodist 
minister of Beeemer, Ala., returned 
to this country Saturday and when 
questioned about the Y. M. C. A. 
activities said: 

"As a minister I have been an 
attiw V. iM. C. A. worker most of 
my life. Hut my experience in the 
front line trenches where the Y. M. 
C. .\. never penetrated alters my 
view of that body. I saw them sell 
cigarettes that were Intended for 
free distribution tor a trsne a 
package, and the boms were awrlced 
'Fot Distribution — TC Be Given 
Away.' " 

Edwin L. James, the newspaper 
correspondent, writes as foUnws In 
the Literary Digest: 

"But let us take an instance I 

witnessed of four doughboys who 
walked five and a half kilometers 
in the rain to hwy s<uiie ligarettes 
from a Y. .M. C. A. canteen and got 
there ten minutes after 6 o'clock, 
8 being closing time for the Y. M. 
C. A. man. He refueed to sell them 
cigarettes because it was after 
hours and tlhey bad to walk back 
five and a half kilometer* — eleven 
kilometers (seven miles) in all — in 
the rain and without their cigar- 
ettes. Those lads were eore and 
their comrades to whom they re- 
ported were sore. 

"I have seen dozens of times ,i 
V. \\. ('. A. man refuse to sell 
matches to .soMiers because they 
did not have the right change and 
he did not have it. I once asked 
a Y. .M. C. A. man why hf" not giv-i 
some soldiers three cents' worth of 
iiiatdies. He replied that It he did 
he would have to make It up out 
oL his salary, and be could not do 
that. 

"There was another instance of a 
battalion marching hack from the 
front line, and becauwe It was 
raining and dark the men did not 
reach their billeting area until 11 
o'clock. Now the Y. M. O. A. man 
closed up at 1 fi o'clock, anil when 
s{)ldiers, wet and tierd and cold, 
asked tor some hot (offee this Y. 
M. C. A. man refused to get up and 
.serve it."
